The applicant is reminded that the "national phaso" must be entored before «3ch of the designated Offices indicated on 
the cover sheet of this Notification tuy paying nstionai fees and furnishing translations, as presorihed by Articles 22 and 39 and 
the Epplicable rjElional laws. In addition, the applicant may also have to comply with other special rcquiremortts applicable 
in certain Offices. It is the applicant's fesponsibillty to ensure the necessary steps toenterthe national phase ars taken In a 
ttmoiy lashion. Most unices do not issue reminders to applieants In connection with the entry into the national phase. 

Tho applicable time limit for er.tering the national phase will, subjectto what is said in the tbflowins paragraph, be 
30 MONTOS from the priority date, not only in respect of any elected Office where ademsnd for irrtornstional prelimlnaty 
examination is filed before the expiration ot 19 months from the priority date (see Article 3S(1)J, Sut also in respect of any 
designated Office, in the absence of filing of such demand, where Miole22(l) as modified with effect from 1 April 2002 
applies in respect of that designated Office.
